Encounter Between Gen. 
and Fred S. Barde. 
Rice 


NO BLOOD SHED, H O W E V E R 


A Warrant to Be Sworn Out, Charffing: 
Mr. Barde With Threatening: 
to Commit Murder. 


A personal 
encounter 
between 
Gen. John H. Rice, editor of the 
Capital, and Fred S. Barde,city ed ­ 
itor of the Gazette, was narrowly 
averted at Fourth and Ohio streets 
at I o^clock today. 
One day last week Mr. 
Barde 


sent dispatches to the Kansas City 
Star and St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
setting 
forth 
that 
Ex-Governor 
Humphrey and wife, 
of Kansas, 
were about to become financially 
interested in the Capital, 
and in 
consequence General 
Rice 
would 
retire. 
The dispatches aroused the ire of 
Gen. Rice, who yesterday printed a 
five line paragraph that Mr. Barde 
considered a 
reflection 
upon his 
family. 
At fhe hour stated this afternoon, 
Mr. Barde, who had been in wait­ 
ing, met Gen. Rice opposite F'leisch- 
mann’s and asked: 
“ Is this Gen. Rice?’^ 
“ It is,” answered 
the general. 
The following dialogue than took 
place: 
“ M y name is F'red Barde and I 
take 
exceptions 
to 
a 
paragraph 
printed in your paper yesterday. 
1 
want you to correct it.” 
“ Fll not do so.” 
“ Will you give me the name of 
your informant?” 
“ No, sir. I ’ll not. 
“ You are a d — d lying s— n of a 
b— h from Kansas ^nd 
I ’ll shout 
your guts out,” and 
at the same 
time Mr, Barde drew a revolver and 
pointed it at the general. 
“ No, you won’t shoot anything,” 
and so saying Gen. Rice continued 
walking south on Ohio street, fol­ 
lowed 
by 
Mr. 
Barde, 
pistol 
in 
hand. 
At the intersection of the walk 
leading to the court house,Mr. Win. 
Latour, who 
was on the opposite 
side of the street, called 
to 
Mr. 
Barde and the latter gave up 
his 
pursuit of Gen. Rice. 
Instead, he 
crossed 
to 
F'leischmann’s 
store, 
where lie left his weapon, 
and re­ 
turned to the Gazette office in co m ­ 
pany with FMitor Baldwin, who in 
the meantime had arrived on the 
scene. 
The language quoted 
above is 
from General Rice, who related the 
matter to D e m o c r a t reporter short­ 
ly after the trouble. 
Mr. Barde was 
also seen. 
He 
was greatly agitated 
and 
did 
not 
deny having 
drawn 
a 
revolver. 
H e expected to be arrested, he said, 
but had no regrets in the premises. 
A t 3:30 o ’clock this afternoon, 
Gen. Rice was met en route to Jus­ 
tice Fisher’s office, 
where he will 
ask tor a warrant for the arrest of 
• Mr. Barde on the charge of having 
carried a weapon and exhibiting it 
in a threatening manner. 
F'riends of both parties to the un­ 
fortunate

hope of averting further hostilities.

off and upward, and a great volume 
of steam and hot water came pour­ 
ing forth. 
Mr. Speaddy was blown 
from his perch and fell several feet 
away. 
There was the sound of an 
explosion which was heard in all 
parts of the city, and m an incredi­ 
bly short time several hundred peo­ 
ple had congregated. 
Some of Mr. 
Speaddy’s friends 
rushed to 
his 
assistance, 
picked 
him up and carried him back into 
the roundhouse, and did what they 
could to relieve his sufferings. 
It 
was found that no bones were brok­ 
en, but that his back had been in­ 
jured by the 
fall. 
Mr. 
Speaddy 
had on a new pair of overalls, and 
these were torn literally into shreds, 
the pieces hanging about his feet. 
No more serious damage was done 
to the engine than the blowing away

TEN CENTS A MINUTE. 


Mon W hose Serv ices Command a 
Salary of $50,000 a Year. 


T h « t Is A bont th e H ig h -W ater M ark fo r 
A ny Indlv lctuars W ork In T his 
Conntry%^Fifrures for th e 
D ay and H our. 


Fifty thousand dollars a year! 
Think of it! 
Four thousand one hundred and 
sixty dollars and sixty-seven cents a 
month, $1,041.07 a week, $148.81 a 
day, $6.37 an hour, and a little more 
than ten cents a minute. 
That is the salary received by each 
of a number of well-known men in 
this countr3^ 
A recent dispatch from Raleii^di, 
N. C., is to the effect that Will W. 
Fuller, of Durham, N. C., who al­ 
ready has the lari^est income re­ 
ceived by any lawyer in the state, 
has been en^^a^^ed as counsel by the 
tobacco trust at a salary of $50,000 
per annum. 
That amounts to more than theav- 
erac:e man earns in a lifetime. 
It 
would be a fortune to many. 
The president of the United States, 
the chief magistrate of the nation, 
does not receive a greater remunera­ 
tion for his services, with all the re­ 
sponsibility which that implies. 
In fact $50,000 per annum is re­ 
garded as the high-water mark at 
which man’s service can be valued 
individually in this country. 
And yet it is surprising to note 
the number of prominent officials in 
this city alone who draw this amount 
annually, over and above their in­ 
comes resultant from other finan­ 
cial transactions. 
Very truly it is 
said: “ To him that hath shall be 
g iv en.” 
Almost without exception the re­ 
cipients of enormous salaries are 
men already wealthy, or at least, en­ 
tirely independent in their circum­ 
stances. 
The services of Chauncey Depew, 
as railroad president, are valued at 
$50,000 a year. 
Rather than risk 
losing this snug :.nnual income Mr. 
Depew politely declined an invita­ 
tion to become a member of Presi­ 
dent Harrison’s cabinet. 
Henry B. Hyde, president of a 
life insurance company, receives a 
like amount. 
President John A. McCall and 
Richard A. McCurdy, both life in­ 
surance presidents, draw $100,000 a 
year between them in salaries alone 
from their respective corporations. 
Among those whose time is worth 
$6.37 an hour yearly, are President 
Thomas T. Eckert, of the Western 
Union, Henry O. Havemeyer, presi­ 
dent of the sugar trust, and rail­ 
road President Roberts. 
Among the ministers of the gospel 
Rev. John Hall, of the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian church, commands the 
highest salary. 
He gets $35,000 a 
year, all of which is devoted to 
charity. 
Rev. William S. Rainsford comes 
next, with a salary of $25,000. 
His 
time and money are equally distrib­ 
uted among his parishioners, with 
the exception of an occasional in­ 
dulgence in his proclivities as a 
huntsman. 
The presidents of several of the 
big trust companies receive $35,000 
a year each, and J. Edward Sim­ 
mons, president of the Fourth na­ 
tional bank, who is a conspicuous 
figure in the financial world as the 
leader among the new school of 
bankers, receives the same amount. 
J ay Gould’s physician. Dr. Munn, 
has been for several years in receipt 
of an annual salary of $20,000 from 
the Gould family. 
On the turf, where money isn’t 
money until the day is over, enor­ 
mous sums are paid the leading 
jockeys. 
Fred Taral, for instance, 
receives a retainer of $18,000 from 
the Keenes for one year’s servic(,*s. 
This amount is probably doubled by 
the 
emoluments 
and 
perquisites 
which accompany his position. 
J ockey Harry Griffin, who is but 
18 years old, gets, as a retaining fee, 
$1,000 for each year he has lived 
from Gideon & Daly, besides fees 
paid him by others for the privilege 
of having second or third call upon 
his services.—N. Y. Morning J our­ 
nal.

WOODEN BOOKS. 


A Curious 
Collection of Volumes 
Made from Forest Trees. 
Among the various coll(*ctions of 
curios, the Historical museum of 
Hesse-Cassol, Germany, contains un­ 
doubtedly the most unique in the 
form of a “ woodcm library" com­ 
posed of five hundred and forty-six 
volumes in folio and quarto siz(\s. 
The books arc made of the dilTerent 
specimens of trees found in the fa­ 
mous park of Wilh(‘lmsho(‘he. 
On 
the back of eac*h of these singular 
books is pasted a large shi(‘ld of nnl 
morocco, wliich b(*ars the po])ular 
mid scientific name of the tree and 
the family to which it belongs. Eacdi 
label is inlaid with some of tlie bark 
of the tree, the moss and lichen, and 
a drop or two of the rosin, if the tree 
produ(-es it. 
The upper edge of the 
book shows the tree in its youth, cut 
from a horizontal section, with the 
sap in the center and the concentric 
circles. 
The same method prevails 
with the lower edge, showing the 
changes that have taken place. 
The two covers, as well as the side 
edge of each book, are of green and 
and polished wood, and contain the 
following notations: 
“ Density of 
wood in spring, summer and begin­ 
ning of winter, rise and fall of tem­ 
perature, the properties of the tree 
and the soil in which it grows.” The 
interior of the book, in the shape of 
a box, contains in manuscript the 
history of the tree, with numerous 
hints as to its treatment, etc., cap­ 
sules filled with seeds, buds, roots, 
leaves, etc. 
The inner sides show 
the diverse transformations which 
take place from bloom to fruit. 
TIk? author of tliis singular and 
ingenious library is Carl Schiedbot, 
of whose identitv, however, I’ttlc is 
known. 
All that can he definitely 
stated is that in 1771-1786 he was tlie 
director of the Cassel menagerie. 
Afterward he became baililTof 'Whns- 
senstein, the Wilhelmshoehe of to­ 
day. 
It was at That time that he 
began work iqion the oi-iginal col­ 
lection, which he presented to Wil­ 
liam IX. of Ht'sse in 1799. 
That he 
must have been possessed of wonder­ 
ful mechanical skill, combined with 
the genius of an artist, is visible at 
the first glance of tliese curious 
books, which describe a whole forest 
in this novel way.—Chicago ISews.
